Applicant's arguments, see remarks, page 7, filed 01/08/04, with respect to the 
rejection(s)of claim(s) 2,3,5, 6-12 under 102(b) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive.

Honbo et al disclose the use of the tricyclo compound FK-506 (see column 2, 
lines 14-40) for topical administration as eye drops ( see column 2, lines 49-52). Dosage 
amounts are in the range of 0.001 to 1.0 % by weight (see col. 5, lines 22-23), and 
specifically recite amounts of 0.01 gms to 100 mg in Examples 1-6 of columns 7-8. 
treatment is specifically recited for vernal conjunctivitis, which is another name for 
keratoconjunctivitis. This is a condition associated with dry eye cited by applicant for 
treatment by the claimed Tricyclo compounds (see specification, page 1 ). The instant 
claims are therefore anticipated by Honbo et al. 

WebMd is cited for the equivalence of vernal and keratoconjunctivitis.
